“Our  loyalty  to  the  Church 
and  its  teachings  depends  a lot 
on  the  ability  that  we  have  to 
comprehend  them.  Many  lack 
the  ability  to  understand  and 
appreciate  the  Gospel,”  Elder 
LeGrand  Richards  said  at  Wed- 
nesday’s devotional  assembly. 

Elder  Richards  of  the  Council 
of  the  Twelve  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
quoted  the  promise  given  by  the 
Savior  who  said  that  the  Gospel 
of  the  Kingdom  shall  be  preach- 
ed to  all  nations  of  the  earth, 
for  God  said  He  would  bring  the 
world  out  of  obscurity. 

“This  promise,”  said  Elder 
Richards,  “is  being  fulfilled 
every  day  throughout  the  world, 
for  people  are  beginning  to  real- 
ize their  need  for  the  Gospel  of 
Christ.” 

‘People  come  in  our  midst 
constantly  who  recognize  the 
achievements  in  our  Church,” 
he  said.  While  Elder  Richards 
was  president  of  the  Southern 
States  Mission,  he  told  mission- 
aries the  sday  would  come  when 
they  would  not  have  to  go  from 
door  to  door,  for  they  would  re- 


ceive so  many  inquiries  they  the  world.” 


could  not  answer  them  all. 

“However,”  he  reminded  his 
listeners,  “there  will  always  be 
hardships.  The  Savior  Himself 
said  of  this  Church,  ‘You  will  be 
hated  of  all  nations  for  my 
name’s  sake.’  These  conditions 
have  prevailed,”  Elder  Richards 
said,  “for  many  have  suffered.” 

“The  Lord  promised  His  dis- 
ciples the  power  to  lay  the  foun- 
dations of  His  Church,  and  He 
has  set  His  hand  again  to  recover 
the  dispersed  of  Isreal,  through 
the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith,”  he 
said. 

“You  can  search  all  the  relig- 
ions and  philosophies  of  the 
world  and  you  will  find  nothing 
to  compare  with  this  work  of 
the  Lord.” 

He  read  a number  of  quotes 
from  members  of  sectarian 
churches  throughout  the  world 
praising  the  organization  and 
of  the  Mormon  Church.  Some 
expressed  desire  for  member- 
ship. 

He  quoted  a man  of  renown 
who  visited  the  West,  “I  had  to 
come  out  here  in  the  mountains 
and  the  valleys  of  the  West  to 
find  a religion  that  could  save

Ed.  note:  This  is  the  fourth 
in  a series  of  articles  dealing 
with  the  possibility  of  chang- 
ing to  the  semester  system  and 
the  effects  of  such  a change. 

The  adoption  of  the  semester 
system  at  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity would  affect  not  only 
students  and  faculty  members, 
but  it  would^also  effect  many 
departments'^  campus. 

A survey  of  departments  con- 
sidered most  likely  to  be  affect- 
ed by  a change  showed  that 
nearly  one-half  would  definitely 
benefit  by  the  semester  play,  but 
none  would  be  seriously  hinder- 
ed.

Mrs.  Irene  Webb  of  adult  ed-r 
ucation  expressed  her  depart- 
ment’s belief  that  the  semester 
plan  woufd  accomplish  the  most 
good  for  the  students  because  of 
the  present  tendency  to  enroll 
in  classes  in  a hit-and-miss  fash- 
ion, since  the  classes  are  so 
short. 

On  the  other  hand,  quarters 
are  more  convenient  for  house- 
wives who  may  be  able  to  get 
away  from  home  duties  for  a 
quarter  but  not  for  the  five 
month  semester. 

The  secretary  to  Orrin  H. 
Jackson,  who  is  in  charge  of  ad- 
missions and  records,  was  not 
sure  whether  the  change  would 
decrease  their  department’s 
work  or  make  it  more  difficult 
because  it  would  come  all  at 
once  under  the  semester  system.
